As we begin our 7th year of 
“The Bible Speaks", we shail 
jake time out to let the public 
know who we are and what we 
believe at the Calvary Baptist 
Church.

“Baptists are not -Protes- 
tants". Does that statement sur- 
prise you? A Protestant ac- 
cording to Webster is “a mem- 
ber or adherent of one of the 
Christian churches deriving from 
the Retormation.” Atl Protes- 
tant Churches have broken away 
from tne Roman Catholic Church 
at sometime,since the Reforma- 
tion. They were protestants who 
were protesting against the be- 
liefs and practices of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Baptists have 
never been Catholic. therefore 
they have never protested ag- 
ainst the Catholic Church. 

Baptists claim their history 
goes back to the apostles. 
Support for this position is 
-threefold: 1) Ancient records 
give evidence of “Baptistic be- 
liefs and practices” by indepen- 
dent groups in all centuries of 
church histary since the time of 
the Apostles. These groups in- 
clude: Montanists. Novatians. 
Donatists, Palulicans, Albigen- 
ses. Messalians. Euchites, Wal- 


denses, Bogomilians, Peterines, . 


Vaudois, Petrobrussians, Cath- 
ari and finally the Anabaptists. 
Anabaptist. means “rebaptiser” 
and became our name as a word 
of cantempt coined for us out of 
hatred by both Catholics and 
Protestants because we reject- 
ed infant baptism. Finally, the 
Ana was dropped and we be- 
came Baptists. 

2) The second defense of our 
ancient history is the failure of 
Historians to locate anv snecific 
time in church history when 
Baplists began. You may trace 
their spread to England by John 
Smyth or Thomas Helwysee, or 
even their start in America with 
Rodger Williams, but you can- 
not find an origin for Baptists in 
general. 

3) The third defense of our

regard to the antiquity of the 
Baptists has existed among 
them in every quarter of tie 
world, it is to be inferred thai 
the idea is not without foun- 
dation. For instance. the tradi-

chronologists to ascertain the 
derivation and prehistoric con- 
nections. The traditions of anti- 
quity among the Baptists on 
this same principle are claimed 
‘as an argument for their deriva- 
tion from apostolic times." 
The final support of our argu 
ment comes from Roman Ca 
tholic Cardinal Hosius who said 
in 1524: “Were it not that the 
Baptists have been grievously 
tormented and cut off with the 
knife du-ing the past twetve 
hundred’ years. they would 
swarm in greater numbers than 
all the Reformers.” Today Bap- 
tists are the largest non-Catho- 
lic religious group in America 
numbering over 2A million peo- 
ple.

WASHK., &.C.--Freshman 
Congressman Bob Davis be- 
gan his first day as the 
officiat of 
Michigan's 11th District by 
cosponsoring a bill which 
would .require the federal 
government to operate under 
a balanced budget. 

Davis -was sworn into 
office by House Speaker Tip 
O'Neill shortly after 2 p.m. 
Monday as the 96th Con- 
gress held its first official 
session. 

Davis explained that ihe 


‘anti-deficit spending amend- 


ment he cosponsored states, 
“The. Congress. shall make 
no appropriation for any 
fiscal year if the resulting 
total of appropriations for 
such fiscal year would ex- 
ceed the total estimated 
revenues of the United States 
for.such fiscal year.” 

Tne amendment does, how 
ever, provide for a waiver of 
this requirement during war 
or a national emergency - 
provided the Congress, by a 
three-fourths vote, declares 
such a state of emergency. 
Davis explained that this 
waiver would be good for 
one year. 

“| have long supported a 
mandate for a balanced 
federal budget, and | feel 
this is a. very responsible 
proposal. This amendment, 
if passed, would go a long 
way in helping to curb 
inflation, because it also
